brassy cough is also present. 
The dingnosis is usually made 
by a physician on examination 
of the throat. The swelling in 
the throat can be seen and can 
be felt with the ‘cxamining 
finger. The lymph glands are 
also enlarged. 

The treatment consists in 
opening the abscess and ietting 
the pus drain out. If the 
patient Is seen early, before pus 
has formed, treatment with tho 
sulfonamide drugs nnd penicil- 
Yin may ward off the develop- 
ment of pus. 

Complication 

The most. common complica- 
tlon. is infection of the middle 
ear. If the abscess is nllowed 
to break open of itself, the in- 
feoted material may get. Into 
the lung. Thus, to prevent thls, 
it is important that the abscess 
be cut open by the surgeon. 
Now and then the — infection 
may spread from the abscess to 
structures in the neck, 
but treatment with the penicil- 
lin ‘and the sulfonamide drugs 
will, as a rule, prevent this, 

Poritonsillar ubscesses cause 
pain and fever and develop ns 
n result of tonsil infection and 
throat infections. These, too, 
must be treated surgically. 
When = the..infection clears up, 
the tonsils’should be removed 
‘to prevent’ a recurrence.
